Reeling off 24-hour gains of as much as 82 and 15 
miles, respectively, Tolbukhin’s and Yeremenko’s armies 
were pounding toward the quickest if not the greatest 
major triumph of the Soviet Union's entire campaign of 
reconquest. 


20,000 NAZIS CAPTURED 


More than 20,000 Nazi prisoners were captured in the 
Soviet advance, which engulfed more than 600 Crimean 
towns, a Soviet communique revealed.

S/Sgt. Louis is reported to be in splendid shape and, 
according to his veteran spar-mate, Sgt. George Nichol- 
son, is a better and smarter fighter now than he was 


three or four years ago. 


This is all very interesting because it is hard to under- 
stand how one can be better than Louis of the Conn, Simon, 
Bear and Schmeling fights. Yet Nicholson should know 
because he’s been with Louis since he came upon the fistic 


horizon. 


Which brings us around to what. we were going to 


writg about in the first place. 


In this week’s issue of The Sporting News, Wilbur 
Wood, sports editor of the New York Sun, has a full page 
article on the Louis-Braddock fight in which Joe won the 
heavyweight championship. The bout, which took place 
in Chicago on June 22, 1937, revealed still another side 
of the youthful Negro fighter that many papers at the 


time were not willing to acknowledge. 


As Wood reports it—we hadn't entered the free ring- 
side ticket days yet—Louis had great admiration for the 
gallant Braddock and hit him with the “hardest punch 
I ever threw” in order to “not to punish him too much.” 

Braddock, an old man as fighters go at the time, never 
really stood a chance against the 22-year-old Louis and 


Joe knew it. 


But he kept coming at Louis, hoping to get in the 
blow or blows which would kayo Joe, the only way he 
could have possibly won. And he succeeded in flooring Joe, 
with a sharp right to the jaw in the first round. But that 
was the end of his offensive measures and from then on 


it was only a matter of time, 


Some people wondered why ‘Louis had allowed a 
groggy Braddock to get away in the sixth and seventh 


rounds but Louis explains it this way: 


“He is the gamest man I ever fought, the only 
one who really carried the fight to me. I liked him for 
that and I made up my mind I wasn’t going to cut 


him up any more than I had to. 


“I figured the most merciful thing I could do was 
just wait until I had an opening for one finishing 


) 


punch, I figured I could hit him hard enough to end it 
with one punch, that was the nicest thing I could do 
for a game guy. And when the chance for that punch 
came, I let him have it. I had more on that punch 
than I ever had thrown before. I had time to wind 
up as if I was hitting a punching bag. But I figure

he never even felt it. 
troubles were over.” 


It seems strange that hitting a man with such a tre- 
mendous blow was an act of kindness. Yet it was. Brad- 
dock, a real game-cock who would have kept coming until 
he was a battered and bleeding hulk, later admitted that 


it was. 


Had the fight lasted a full 15 rounds the aged Brad- 
dock may have been seriously hurt. But that one blow, 
as Louis said, brought his troübles to an end. 

That bitter battle between the two fighters, inci- 
dentally, gave birth to a lasting and deep friendship which 
has lasted to the present day. When Joe meets Jim he 
still hails Braddock as “champ” and Braddock will tell all 
and sundry that Louis is the greatest champion who has 


ever lived.

dent run for re-election. That insistence was 
stimulated by the resolution of the National 
Democratic Committee a few months ago. 
Various state Democratic organizations have 
united behind this demand. Powerful labor 
organizations are appealing to the President 
to serve another term. 

Foes of the President had banked on Sen- 
ator Barkley to head an anti-fourth term 
revolt. They were efiectively answered by 
the Senator’s powerful defense of the Presi- 
dent in his Brooklyn speech. 

The rising tide of this demand for con- 
tinued Roosevelt leadership swept defeatist 
Harry F. Woodring off his perch as chairman 
of the anti-FDR National Democratic Com- 
mittee. 

In recent days, the elimination of Wendell 
Willkie from the GOP race has given added 
spur to the movement to draft the President. 

The New York action is also significant be- 
cause of the generally- recognized position of 
State Chairman James A. Farley as leading 
Democratic foe of the President. Farley, 
however, chaired the fourth term meeting, 
presented the resolution and was again se- 
lected as state chairman. His declaration of 
support to all Democratic candidates is sig- 
nificant. Evidently he, too, finds it necessary 
for whatever motives to take into account 
the growing trend. 

Only by powerful mass insistence can the 
President be a candidate again. He is in no 
position to campaign for himself. The move- 
ment for him must therefore, grow among 
all sections of the population.

GENERAL MacARTHUR, who polléd a 
larger vote than Willkie in Wisconsin’s 
four-corner race for the Republican nomina- 
tion for President, last week polled over a 
half million votes as the unopposed Repub- 
lican candidate in the Illinois primaries on 
Tuesday. 3. 

In Wisconsin MacArthur was backed by 
the supporters of the America Firster Phil 
LaFollette and in Illinois his candidacy was 
initiated and promoted by Col. McCormick of 
the Chicago Tribune, 

It is quite evident that a large portion of 
the support for MacArthur among the rank 
and file Republicans comes from those pa- 
triotic Americans who wish to express their

Rail Labor Slate (?)

1 Railway Labor Executives 

Association, representing all the 

important rail unions except A. F. 
Whitney's Brotherhood of Railroad 
Trainmen, has made public a list 
of 15 endorsements for the Senate. 
This list reflects the bitterngss of 
some of the rail union leaders to- 
wards the administration, particu- 
larly toward Fred Vinson and James 
F. Byrnes who fought their wage 
demands. 

The rail union endorsements 
show a narrowness of approach 
and a failure te grasp labor's 
larger responsibility to help elect 
a win-the-war Congress. Six of 
the 15 endorsements are of gener- 
ally unsatisfactory candidates, in- 
cluding some defeatists. One is of 
a Senator with a poor and spotty 
record. Eight are of candidates 
whe will help win the war, and 
these particular endorsements will 
encourage cooperation between 
the CIO, AFL and railroad unions 
in key states. 

Four Republican Senators are en- 
dorsed by the railroad unions for 
reelection. Two of these, John Da- 
naher of Connecticut and Charles 
Tobey of New Hampshire have 
been pretty active opponents of ad- 
ministration foreign and domestic 
policy. Tobey has frequently been 
accused of anti-Semitism. Danaher 
is a skilfull and able disruptionist 
who usually tries to kill adminis- 
tration legislation with tricky 
amendments.

@ENATOR AIKEN of Vermont 
and Davis of Pennsylvania, the 
other two Republican incumbents 
un the list, profess to be pro-labor. 
But Aiken was one of the leaders 
in the fight against subsidies. Davis 
isn't one of the worst men in the 
Senate. He is no shining light ei- 
ther. The important thing is that 
he will be opposed by Rep. Francis 
Myers, a Democrat who has gone 
down the line for the administra- 
tion. 

Two Democratic Senators en- 
dorsed by the rail anion leaders, 
D. Worth Clark of Idaho and 
Bennett Champ Clark of Missouri. 
Clark of Idaho was one 
of the principal figures in the an- 
ti-Semitic smear of the movie in- 
dustry. Both Senators are facing 


stiff opposition from progressive 
and labor forces, and the effect 


~ of the rail union endorsements is 


obviously disruptive. 

One of the Democratic incum- 
bents, backed by the rail union 
heads, Pat McCarran of Nevada, 
cannot quite be classed as a 


defeatists. On the other hand, he 


is certainly not a reliable adminis- 
tration supporter. 

Seven Democratic candidates 

with generally good records are 
on the list of rail union endorse- 
ments, These are Senators Bark- 
ley of Kentucky, Lucas of Illinois, 

Thomas of Utah, Wagner of New 

York, Downey of California and 

Rep. Morrison of North Carolina 

who is trying for a Senate seat 
and Rep. Elmer Wene of New Jer- 
sey who is also out to make the 

Senate. 

One progressive Republican, Dean 
Wayne Morse of Oregon, is also on 
the list. Morse is opposing Senator 
Rufus Holman, the anti-labor, anti- 
administration incumbent.

DON’T think that there is en- 

trenched in the railroad unions 
the defeatism of men like Willam 
Hutcheson and Matthew Woll 
which has bitten so deep into the 
AFL executive council and has led 
to the endorsement of Gerald Nye, 
Martin Dies and Stephen Day. On 
the other hand, there is an hostility 
to the administration which fre- 
quently finds dangerous expression. 

This is seen in some of the rail 
union endorsements. It is seen 
every week in Labor, official organ 
of most of the railroad unions. 

It is clear enough that the reeent 

Oklahoma by-election was an im- 

pertant administration victory. 

But Labor editorially draws the

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There is also evident in the lead- 
ership of some of the rail unions a 
hangover from the old AFL policy 
ef rewarding driends and punish- 
ing enemies, a fear of pursuing an 
independent policy, of labor initia- 
tive in politics. For example, the 
Brotherhood of Maintenance of 


Way Workers, solved its political 
problems in Pennsylvania by en- 
dorsing practically all the incum- 
bent Congressmen, anti-labor Re- 
publicans and administration sup- 
porters alike. This union was obvi- 
ously just supporting the candi- 
dates it thought likeliest to win. 

An indication of the limited vision 
Of the Railway Labor Executives 
Association is seen in its refusal 
to endorse Senators Claude Pepper 
of Florida and Lister Hill of Ala- 
bama who are facing vigorous reac- 
tionary opposition in the primaries.

OTH Pepper and Hill, it is true, 

did vote for the Smith-Connally 
Act in an unsuccessful effort to 
appease reaction. But some of the 
candidates backed by the rail 
unions, including Aiken, Danaher 
Tobey and Clark of Missouri, also 
voted for this anti-labor measure 
on one or more roll calls. 

Broad national issues are involved 
In the Florida and Alabama cam- 
paigns. Pepper and Hill are admin- 
istration men. They are infinitely 
better than their opponents. Most 
important of all, they represent the 
new and progressive South as 
egainst the die-hard poll tasers 
like Cotton Ed Smith and Walter 
George.

MOSCOW, April 13—For five months the Gere 


there are several such lines on the isthmus-—our 
artillerymen counted some 200 firepoints. 

Their system made it impossible to come 
close range of a single pillbox, since each of 
acted as a cover for the others.
